THB MURDER. TRIAL. 


More Damaging Evidence A (Telnet Dur 


Dm—Looks Like Sure Conviction. 


From TtKirtday't Dottu. 


Tbe murder trial of The People againsl 


Charles Dnrbin was resumed this morn 
ing with the usoal large' attendance ol 
ppeotators. btttui day Officers Hewes and 
Bailey, who arreuted Dnrbin, finished 
their testimony, the former relating con 
versations he had had with the prisoner 
Mr. Johnson, ot 1*1 ham, Logan county 
was put upon the stand. He testified 
that Daibin had worked for him during 
the mouth ot March, and had told him 
about bis wife and baby; that Durbin 
said something about bringing them to 
Latham; that when he came to Deoatur 
and returned Dnrbin was asked about 
the baby, when he made an evasive an- 
swer, stating that the baby was all right. 


Boyd Shannon and a new witness 


named Dudley Bowerman gave very dam- 
aging testimony against the defendant 
welding the chain ot circumstantial evi 
deuce against him. Shannon told abou! 
bearing a cry on the Illinois Central 
bridge one evening after dark during the 
latter part of the first week in March. He 
thought a woman cried out "Oh, Charlie!' 
and then all was quiet. Shannon -had 
been out hunting. When the cry was 
heard he was down in the bottom beyond 
the river. When he got on the south end 
of the bridge he looked ahead and 
thought he suw two shadowy forms dis 
appear in the cut going northward. 


Mr. Bowerman had been at work on 


March 7th digging a cellar. He got his 
pay about dark, and went to the post- 
office. 
Then he started for his home 


near the brewery in toe fourth ward. He 
went past the tray factory, and just about 
the time he reached the railroad crossing 
he saw a man and woman go by. The 
man had something heavy in rhis arms, 
wrapped up in what be thought to be a 
shawl. The woman was legging behind 
and was crying. Bowerman heard the 
man call out to the woman, "Come along 
d—n you," and tnen both passed on down 
the railroad in the direction of the bridge. 
The witness was sharply eross-eiamined 
by Mr. Johns, but be could not be shaken. 


Thomas Wright, an Illinois Central 


conductor, testified as to tie time the 
passenger train left Deoatur on the even- 
ing of March 7th. Durbin's story is that 
tie gave the baby to a man named Smith 
on the train which was at the depot be 
tween 5 and 6 o'clock. The conductor 
said the train was nearly gn hour late 
that evening, so that Durbin might have 
met a man there that evening. The pros- 
ecution thought that the tram had left 
before 5'30. 


This morning the People read a lot of 


letters Durbin bad written to Emily Dunn 
after she left Fayette county and came 
to Deoatur, about Marfcb, 1884. In the 
letters Durbin cautioned Emily before 
the birth to keep herself hidden as much 
as possible and frequently suggested that 
she should dispose of the infant in some 
way after it was born. He wrote to her 
after the birth and said in one letter that 
tie hoped the baby "looked like Dad and 
Mam." The tone of the letters through- 
out proves that Durbin had betrayed the 
girl and that he had compelled her to 
leave her home and try to hide her shame 
alone among strangers. 


Thomas and Samuel Dunn, of Fayette 


county, brothers of Emily, testified to 
the fact that Durbin was the only young 
man who had kept company with their 
sister before her departure from home, 
in March, 1884. They detailed conversa- 
tions they had had with Dnrbin about 
the betrayal ot the girl, and related other 
circumstances of minor importance. 


Marshal Mason was the last witness 


before adjournment at the noon hour, 
He stated that after he obtained knowl- 
edge from Shively ot the disappearance 
of the child, he (Shively) had worked in 
the case against Dnrbin under his (Ma- 
son's) instructions. 


This afternoon the prosecution put Sol- 


omon 0. Shively on the stand. He is one 
ot the chief witnesses against Dnrbin. 
The defendant lived with Shively, as did 
also Emily Dunn, Witness detailed all 
16 knew about the mysterious disappear- 
ance of the child, and related conflicting 
itatements Durbin had made to him, all 
jointing conclusively to the guilt of the 
accused,

the water IS to 30 days without having 
decomposed any more than was shown 
on the day it was found. 


Dr. Barnes' evidence conflicted some- 


what with that of his brother physician 
He thought that after the alleged mur 
der, on March 7tb, that on the 27th the 
body would show a more advanced state 
of decomposition than was represents 
to exist the day it was found. 


FOB THB DIFBNSH,

Manager F. W. Hainea was put 
on the stand to tell that there was a 
Hnmpty Dumpty show at the opera 
house on the night of March 7th, when 
the infant disappeared, and when it is 
alleged the defendant and Emily Dunn 
were present for awhile before returning 
to the Bbively residence. 


Dr. R. L. Walston, Dr. B. F. Sibley, 


Dr. D. N. Moore and Dr. A. M. Eincaid 
testified as experts end answered the hy- 
pothetical questions propounded by Mr. 
Johns with reference to the state of de- 
composition of a human body that had 
been in the water twenty days. The an- 
sweis were well guarded, the burden ol 
the testimony being to the effect that il 
the child died on the 7th of the month, 
as alleged in tue indictment, then a more 
advanced state of decomposition would 
appear than was apparent on the day the 
body was found. 


When the last witness stepped down, 


Durbin and his counsel retired to have a 
consultation in one of the jury rooms. 
They were gone about ten minutes, when 
Mr. Johns got the attention of the court 
and stated: "We rest oar case." This an- 
nouncement was something of a surprise 
to the People, as both Mr. Vail and Mr, 
Mills supposed that B herculean effort 
would be made to impeach Mr, Shively, 
and also that Mr. Bethards and other 
friends of the defendant would be called 
upon to teatify. 
Mr. Vail promptly ex. 


pressed his surprise at the sudden close 
of the case, and when Jndge Hughes 
asked how long counsel would want to 
argue the case, Mr. Ashcrsft arose and 
proposed to submit the case to the jury 
without discussion. Mr. Vail wpuld not 
agree to (his, when the Jndge took OCOE- 
sion to express bis disapproval of the 
proposition made by Mr. Ashcrsft, be- 
cause he didn't think the jury should 
lear it, 


After further talk it was agreed that 


each side should have three hours to 
make arguments, when court adjourned 
until 8:30 o'clock this morning. 


BUMMING UP THB EVIDENCE,. 


It was expected at the opening of court 


his morning that the attorneys would 
)egin at once their arguments in the case, 
jut the Judge heard a few motions first. 


At nine o'clock, Mr. I. R. Mills faced 


.he jury and began the opening argument 
against the defendant. He summed up 
he evidence forcibly and made a strong 
and eloquent appeal to the jury to inflict 
he death penalty on Durbin, whom he 
asserted had been clearly proven guilty 
by strong circumstantial evidence of the 
murder of his innocent babe. He had 
he garments taken from the body of the 
nfant child brought into court, and he 
used them to emphasize his statements 
as to the positive identification of the 
hild. Mr. Mills spoke one hour and 
hirty minutes. 
Mr. W. C. Johns, senior counsel for the 
lefendant, closed his argument between 
2 and 1 o'clock. In opening, he paid 
lis respects to Mr. Mills by making a 
ew cutting remarks, and then addressed 
limself to'the alleged conflicting charac- 
ei of the evidence against his client. 
le held that the circumstantial evidence 
id not point to the guilt of Dnrbin and 
leclared that under the law be should be 
acquitted. Mr. Johns made a powerful 
speech, and commanded the attention of 
all in the court room. 


Mr. Ashcraft, for the defendant, will 


speak this afternoon, and Mr. Vail will 
ollow, clewing the case for the People. 


The instruotioni hare been prepared, 


and Judge Hughes will probably reai 
them to the jury between 5 and 6 o'clock 


The verdict ought to be known befon 


midnight, provided the jury does not dis 
agree.

Oity Attorney Mill", who ia assisting 


Mr. Vail in tbe prosecution of the defend- 
ant, made the opening statement on be- 
half of the People before tbe noon hour. 
He detailed 
circumstances connected 


with the case, showing a strong probabil- 
ity of Durbin's guilt, in a forcible and 
concise manner, and rather startled the 
prisoner, his counsel and the spectators 
by the declaration that the People would 
present a witness to the inhuman and 
cowardly deed of Durhin—that of throw- 
ing the child off the Illinois Central 
bridge on the night of March 7th. The 
party was represented to be a keen-eared 
hunter who was on his way home, who 
heard the shrill, piercing cry of the poor 
abandoned infant BS it left the arms oi 
the accused. 


Mr. Ashcraft, for the defense, spoke 


this afternoon, 


The hearing of evidence on behalf of 


the People will commence this evening. 


It ia rumored on the streets that new 


and important evidence against the de- 
fendant has been unearthed and will be 
presented by the People in the progress 
of the 1riu!. It is that on the night ot 
March 7th n man whose name ia at pres- 
ent unknown to the reporter, while com- 
ing north on tho Illinois Central railroad 
track met a maa whom he did not 
know going south toward the bridge with 
a bundle in his arms, which in the dark- 
ness looked like a baby. The reporter 
to-day has endeavored to learn the name 
of this important witness, if he really ex- 
ists, but without snoceFS. Another story, 
which is possibly true, is to tbe effect 
that B certain party was on the south end 
of the bridge when he saw a man near 
the north end of the bridge, throw a dark 
object into the river. It seems singular 
that these parties have remained quiet 
(ill thia hme, but possibly the State's At- 
torney thouglit he bad evidence enough to 
hold Durbin without presenting all the 
teetimoay of his alleged guilt before the 
jury nt the inquest, The other impor- 
tant witnesses against Durbin are Solo- 
mon Shively and his wife, with whom 
Emily Dunn lived as a single woman,and 
after the marriage both Durbin and Em- 
ily resided with the couple until the day 
of their arrest for the murder. 
It is un- 


derstood that a strong effort will be made 
to impeach Mr, Shively. The defense 
will no doubt offer a great deal of expert 
testimony in the attempt to disprove the 
evidence of Dre. Chenoweth and Harsha, 
that the infant died on March 7th. Dur- 
bin ia charged in the indictment with 
having murdered the child on that date. 
If it is proven that it could not have ex- 
pired that night, toe result will be a mat- 
ter of speculation uutil the verdiot of the 
jury is known. 


IDENTIFICATION. 


Mrs, John Siffard was placed on the 


stand this afternoon, and testified that 
she once took the murdered baby Bind 
cept it for awhile with a view of adopt- 
ng it, She saw the body after it was 
found, and identified it as Emily Dunn's 
mb-y. 


Mrs. Mary J. Shiyely, wife of Solomon 


Shively, is now giving her testimony. 
She last saw the child alive at 6 o'clock, 
March 7th, and saw it dead at the coro- 
ner's office March 27th. Bhe identified it 
as Emily Dunn's child by its clothing 
and general appearance. 


NOTES OF THE TBIAL. 


Boyd Shannon is the name of the keen- 


eared hunter, who will testify against the 
defendant in the Durbin murder trial. 
Be claims to have been out hunting near 
the Allen place on the afternoon oC March 
7th, and while coming home soon after 
seven o'clock in the evening, and while 
ne was in the river bottom, on the east 
side of the railroad track, be saw a man 
and woman passing rapidly over the 
Central railroad bridge until they reached 
the south end, when the man was seen by 
Shannon to throw a dark object into the 
river. Mr, Shannon is said to have told 
the State's Attorney about his knowledge 
of the case after the inquest was held, 
and rinoe then he has been cautioned to 
keep quiet. 


Some of the. attorneys in tbe case have 


been at sea until to-day as to tbe day on 
which the body was found. It was found 
on Friday, March 27th, just twenty days 
after it disappeared, and not on the 28th. 
Tbe verdict of the coroner's j'iry was 
made up on the 28th. 


A DBEADFUL DEATH. 


Percy Myer, the Young Decatur 


Painter, Falls from a Church 


Steeple at Clinton. 


From Fridau'a Unfit/. 


The sad news reached the RIPCBMOAS 


to-day from Clinton, tfetailing the shock- 
ing death of young J. P. Myer, son of M, 
A. Myer, the painter, of this city. Myer 
& Son hhve the contract for painting the 
outside of the Methodist church at Olin- 
ton, of which Rev. J. F. Dimmitt is pas- 
tor. 
Tho Ipire o? t lie church is 90 feet 


high, and it became necessary for a rope 
to be attached to the top of the same, 
so that painters could work, Percy no- 
took the feat of climbing to the top of 
tbe steeple. He procured climbers rack 
as are used by telegraph repairer*, and 
with rope in hand proceeded to climb to 
the top of the spire. When near the top, 
his hand slipped, and the young man tell 
heavily to the roof, tt distance of 20 feet, 
and then bounded off, striking the ground 
70 feet below. The accident occurred at 
about 10 o'clock this forenoon, and death 
a halt hour later ended the Bufferings of 
tbe yonng man. Percy was well known 
in Decntur and at Wichita, Kan., where 
he resided nearly a year. Hid age was 
about 21. The body will be brought to 
Dtcalur for burial,

I couldn't distinguish any 
object very far off, but I thought I saw 
wo shadowy forms on the bridge, I 
aeard a cry, that I thought came fiom a 
woman namtd Windy Hall, the wife of 
John Charley Hall, who got a jail sen- 
tence last term of court for whipping his 
wife. I thought no more about the mat- 
ter, and didn't hear anything about the 
Ducbm case until two weeks after March 
23tb, when I was shown an account of 
the all'air, 
Then I told my friend, Peter 


Welch, of the cry I heard on the bridgf, 
and I suppoEe he told the story to Mr, 
Vbil. That's the way I got iuto the case. 
But, I tell yon, I don'fc know who the 
parties were on the bridge. I saw no ob- 
ject thrown into the river, and saw noth- 
ing on the bridge except the flUting.shad- 
owy forms I spoke of. I don't know 
Durbiu or the Dunn woman, and never 
heard of them uutil I saw their names in 
the newspaper. I want to eay right here, 
that I am no great shakes of a hunter, 
but Peter Welch will swear that I am the 
best shot for anything flying or run- 
ning, and any one who knows me will 
tell you that in the hunting season I am 
out four days in each week bagging 
game."

Yesterday's Elections. 


The result of the voting yesterday 


in the different states holding elec- 
tions, was decidedly 
mixed. 
In 


New York, where the Bepublicans 
seemed confident of victory, the en- 
tire Democratic ticket is successful 
by majorities reaching to or beyond 
20,000, though the legislature will 
have a Bepublican majority of about 
24 on joint ballot. 


In Virginia Fitzhngh Lee, "the 


nephew of his ancle," pulls through 
by a handsome majority, carrying 
the legislature with him and thus 
securing tbe defeat of Mahone. 
So 


much for the possession of the elec- 
tion machinery of the state. 


Iowa elects the whole Bepublican 


ticket, by about 12,000, and the leg- 
islature is Bepublican in 
both 


branches. 


Pennsylvania does equally well, 


electing Quay for state treasurer by 
one of its old-fashioned majorities. 


In Cook county, Illinois, the Be- 


publicans won an unexpected vic- 
tory, carrying the entire county com- 
missioners' ticket—with possibly one 
exception—and also electing their 
candidate for Judge of the superior 
court. The Bepublican 
candidate 


for supreme judge had no opposi- 
tion. But the most gratifying part 
of the result was the adoption of the 
new election law by an overwhelm- 
ing majority, making it possible 
hereafter to have honest elections in 
Chicago—a triumph worth more to 
that city than the result of any elec- 
tion held yesterday in any state. 


It is yet too early to give majori- 


ties accurately, but the result is by 
no means disheatening to Bepubli- 
cans. 
. 


NEW YORK business men are re- 


newing the agitation in favor of a 
national bankrupt law, the Lowell 
bill being very generally favored as 
the most satisfactory in all its fea- 
tures yet offered. 
It is noted, how- 


ever, that there has lately baen de- 
veloped considerable opposition to a 
law of the kind named, especially 
among the wholesale dry goods 
trade, who express themselves as 
well satisfied with the working of 
the various state laws, and who have 
various objections to the proposed 
bankrupt act. Meetings are to be 
held under the auspices of the va - 
fious commercial bodies to consider 
the subject, between this and the 
assembling of Congress, and the 
whole question will be exhaustively 
discussed.

Olellan took place yesterday in New 
York. There was no unusual dis- 
play, no military organizations ap- 
peared in the line, no band of music, 
no draped colors, and the church 
was without decorations or emblems 
of mourning, save a few flowers at 
the altar. The absence of all pomp 
and ceremony was in accordance 
with the wishes of the family.

Of the veteran lawyers who rode the 


circuit with Abe 'Lincoln, one of tho 
sharpest set was O. B. Ficklin, or "Old 
Tick," as he is familiarly known.

following good story of his ability to 
squirm out of a bad hole is told by 
Hon. George 11. Haynes, of the city 
law department: 


Hon. G. W. Wall, who is now one of 


the Judges of the Appellats Court of 
the Fourth District, was some years 
ago attorney for the Illinois Cen- 
tral Railroad Company. 
The com- 


pany was sued in the Circuit Court at 
Effingham, in this State, for thu killing 
of stock, and Judge Wall went np to 
attend to the matter for the railroad. 
The plaintiff was represented by the 
venerable and ever ready O. B Ficklin, 
and another attorney whoso name is 
not.now remembered. 
The evidence 


was all in and counsel went to the jury. 
Ficklin's associate opened the case for 
the plaintiff, and iustead of argument 
the burden of his song was bunkum 
and bombast about giant corporations 
and soulless monopolies, etc.

to either Buzt'nz or thu gentleman who 
Imd la^-l addressed the jury.

c'.oaod in full confidence of a verdict. 
But he had not counted upon the re- 
sources of rirklin.

Gentlemen, it 


perhaps was not yoni1 privilege as icwa* 
mine to have known him personolly.

remember him well in the early and try- 
ing times of this country. 
He assisted 


to°cul out the roads through thit coun- 
try. 
He was the early pioneer to 


whom the present generation owe 
so ranch, over ready 
and willing 


•with honest heart and active hand 
to aid a friend or neighbor in distress. 
Your fathers, gentlemen, wore doubt- 
less recipients of his kindness. In fact, 
gentlemen, there arc few men, living or 
dead, this country owes more to than it 
docs to Sergeant Biizfuz;.

gentlemen, that he was somewhat plain 
and assuming, and perhaps blunt in his 
way, but his i-vcry action was prompted 
by a noble and honest motive.

The bay window parlor cars 
differ 


from the old style parlor car in many 
important detail'. 
The bay window 


feature is the most striking point of 
dillerence to the casual observer. 
In- 


stead of the ordinary ilat windows, 
these cars are titled with a series of five 
bav windows, each about seven feet 
w.Ue and a trillc higher than usual. 
They are composed of a central light 
about three feet wide, from which two 
lo«-i lights deflect in contrary directions. 
Tliere°i^ no projection beyond the outer 
line of the car, but tha central light 
falls within the interior line of the car's 
side, and the deOection of the wings be- 
ing inward there is no extension beyond 
the limit of safety. 
The full effect of 


this novel arrangement

gained from the interior, where in- 
creased lighting surface, unusual facili- 
ties for observation and other marked 
advantages readily appear as the re- 
sults of the improvement.— Philadelphia 
Times.

Speech For the Defense. 


BOSTON, MASS., November!.—Counsel 


In the Taber divorce case presented their 
arguments in the Supreme Judicial Court 
yesterday morning, Jnd™e Charles Allen 
presiding. Mr. Butterworth, for Mrs, 
Taber, said: 


The Coert must remember the pastor o( 
the Bowdoln Square Church and how the 
ease IB to affect him. For flvo years he had 
presided over the spiritual Interests of the 
church with preat ability, although he had a 
hydra-headed monster to deal with. Mrs. 
Taber was a refined lady The decision In 
this case might bp ruinous to her reputation 
and happiness. The other party was Fred J. 
Taber, the man who had instigated this trou- 
ble. 
Mr. Taber was engaged in liquor busi- 
ness or in one branch of it, and consequent- 
ly his associates were among a low class 
Xf 
the suit resulted In a verdict against him. It 
would have little effect upon him or his 
standing tan society. Mr. Uutlorwnrth then 
proceeded tn review the evidence, com- 
mencing

Downs, 
who was put upon the stand 
by the

side. 
It was 
not 
denied 
that 
Mr. Downs went to Mrs. Taber's, but It was 
denied that ho went as often as stated, and 
that then he went onlv for a proper pur- 
pose. Then Mrs. Taber did go often to the 
study, as many others do, but not for any 
Improper purpose. 
He had known since 
last winter that seceders from the church 
were looking for anything to assist them to 
remove him from the church, and that was 
convincing proof that there was no criminal 
Intent on h1q part, because It would ruin 
him. Mr, Torbel, the sexton, admitted that 
he was often in the study, and u ,is it possi- 
ble, he asked, tlmt Mr. Downs would Imvo 
risked nny improper act? Ifeferring to the 
occaslO7i of the teachers' meeting, when 
Mrs. Tahcr was token sick.the counsel com- 
pared Mr. Tab'r's evidence wiih that of 
other witnesses present, and pointed out 
how It dlsaeree'I and that those who did 
agree with him had Miemselvey, he said, ml- 
mltied ihnt they were unfriendly to Mr. 
l>owua. With respect to the statement of Mr. 
Taber, that ho saw Sir. Downs and Mrs. 
Taber together, she states timt «ho was not 
In the study that afternoon, and Mrs Taber 
and Mr. Downs both deny the allegation. 
Then Mr. Tuber said the occurrence took 
piace at 6-10 o'clock In the evening, when 
the study was comparatively clink, bo thut 
there would be no reflection In a mltror.
